
To further amend the Laws relating to the Temporalities of 
the Church in Ireland.

by an Act passed in the third and fourth Preamble: 
years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the 3 & 4 Wm.4, 
Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to alter and amend the Laws relating to *' 
the Temporalities of the Church in Ireland,” it is amongst other 
5 things provided, that the Tenants or Lessees of the lands of Arch- 
bishops OP Bishops, and other sole Ecclesiastical Corporations in 
Ireland, shall be empowered to purchase a perpetual estate or 
interest in such lands or premises, in the manner and at the rate of 
purchase-money, and subject to such perpetual Annual Rents and 
10 to such conditions as therein mentioned, and that such Annual 
Rents shall be liable to be increased or diminished from time to 
time with reference to the average price of corn • and that in case 
any dispute shall arise respecting such increase or diminution, the 
same shall be ascertained and adjudged by the High Court of 
15 Chancery in Ireland : 

And whereas purchases to a considerable extent have been made 
by tenants or lessees holding lands or premises transferred to and 
vested in the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, by virtue 
of the said recited Act, subject to certain Annual Rents as aforesaid, 

20 reserved from and out of the said lands and premises, and payable to 
the said Commissioners ; and disputes and litigation have in many 
cases arisen respecting the increase or diminution of such Annual 
185. A Rents, 
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Rents, at the expiration of such respective periods, and the said 
Tenants or Lessees are liable to eviction for the non-payment of 
such Annual Rents : 

And whereas it would tend to the security of such Tenants or 
Lessees, and to the improvement of such lands and premises, if such 5 
Commissioners were enabled to sell to such Tenants or Lessees 
a perpetual estate or interest in such Annual Rents, subject to the 
consent and approval of the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief Governor 
or Governors of Ireland in Council : 

And whereas by another Act, passed in the first and second years l o 
of the reign of Her Majesty Queen Victseia, intituled, “ An Act 
to abolish Compositions for Tithes in Ireland, and to substitute Rent, 
charges in lieu thereof,” it is amongst other things provided, that 
compositions for Tithes shall be abolished, and Rent-charges substi- 
tuted in lieu thereof, payable by persons having a perpetual estate 15 
or interest in the lands subject thereto : 

And whereas such Rent-charges are, in like manner, liable to be 
increased or diminished from time to time with reference to the 
average price of corn, and certain portions of such Rent-charges 
have been transferred to and vested in the said Commissioners; and 20 
it IS also expedient that the said Commissioners should be enabled 
to sell to the persons liable to the payment of such portions of such 
Rent-charges, a periiclual estate or interest therein, subject to such 
consent as aforesaid;

JESTY, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, THAT it shall and may be lawful for 
the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners, from and after the mssmg of 
I’tuAct, to sell the entire or any portion of the said Annual Rents 30 
or 1 ithe Rent-charges, reserved or made payable to the said Com- 
missioners, by virtue of the said recited Act or Acts, as hereinbefore 
mentioned, or any other Act or Acts, to any person or persons 
liable to the payment of the same, in such manner and at such 

rate of purchase-money us such Commissioners shall think fit and 35 

determine, subject to the approval of the Lord Lieutenant or other 
cliief Governor or Governors of Ireland in Council. 

And be it Enacted, That when any person or persons liable to the 
payment of such Annual Rents or Tithe Rent-charges as aforesaid, 
shall be desirous of purchasing the same, such person or persons 
may notify such his or their desire to the said Commissioners, who 
may and tlicy arc hereby empowered to ascertain and determine the 

amount 
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amount of purchase-money required to be paid by such person or 
persons for or on account of such Annual Rents or Tithe Rent- 
charges respectively. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That in case the said Com- 
5 inissioners shall consent to such purchase as aforesaid, and before 
such purchase shall be completed, the said Commissioners shall and 
they are hereby required to notify in writing to the said Lord Lieu- 
tenant or other chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the 
time being in Council, the terms and particulars of such proposed 
10 purchase, and the purchase-money to be paid in respect thereof; and 
no such purchase shall be completed until the said Lord Lieutenant 
or other chief Governor or Governors in Council shall signify to 
the said Commissioners his approval thereof. 

And be it Enacted, That when the amount of such purchase- 
15 money shall have been ascertained and determined on by the said 
Commissioners, and approved of as aforesaid, it shall and may be 
lawful for the said Commissioners to grant to such person or persons 
who shall have notified his or their intention to make such pur- 
chase, a Certificate under their seal, stating the terms of such pur- 
120 chase, and the amount of the said purchase-money to be paid as 
aforesaid; which sum so ascertained and mentioned as such purchase • 
money in and by the said Certificate, such person or persons shall (if 
he or they shall think fit to complete such purchase) pay or cause 
to be paid into the Bank of Ireland, to the credit of the said Com- 
25 missioners under this Act, under distinct and separate accounts, to 
be for that purpose opened in the books of the said Bank, to be 
respectively called “ The Perpetuity Annual Rent Purchase Fund,” 
and the “ Tithe Rent-charge Purchase Fund,” within the period of 
Six calendar Months next after the signing of the said Certificate; 
30 and thereupon, on the production to the said Commissioners of the 
receipt of the Cashier or Cashiers of the said Bank of Ireland for 
the amount of such purchase-money mentioned and specified in 
and by such Certificate, the said Commissioners shall and they 
are hereby required to execute, seal and deliver a Deed of Con- 
35 veyance to such person or persons of such perpetual Annual Rents 
or Tithe Rent-charges, as the case may be, when the same shall be 
tendered for execution by the said person or persons, unto and to 
the use of such person or persons, his or their heirs or assigns, as he 
or they shall appoint; and such Deed of Conveyance shall be 
40 enrolled in the Rolls Office of the Court of Chancery in Ireland, 
by the said Commissioners or purchaser, on paying a fee of Two 
Shillings and Sixpence ; and such Deed, or an attested copy thereof 
igc. A 2 when 
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when enrolled as aforesaid, shall for all intents and purposes 
whatever be deemed conclusive evidence of the truth of the facts 
therein stated.

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And be it Enacted, That the several provisions of this Act 
shall come into operation on the First day of October One thousand 
eight kundred and Forty-four. 
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And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed 
by any Act to be passed In the present Session of Parliament. 
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
